SUGAR PRICE 2 CENTS A POUND 


Jobbers Say Sack Costs $1 
Due to Shortage in 
Supply. 


Sugar recently has advanced 2 
cents a pound to 12 cents to the 


householder in St. Louis. Four gro- 
cers wrote to the Post-Dispatch 
stating that although the quotations 
of the New York market had not 
changed for several weeks they had 
been forced to pay $1 a sack more. 

Jobbers said that the price had 
advanced “nearly” $l a sack and 
said that shortage of supply was the 
cause. One broker said that Chi- 
cago had felt the shortage earlier 
than St. Louts, that Chicago jobbers 
had been buying here and paying a 
fancy price, so the price here had 
increased He added, however, that 
St. Louis jobbers recently had re- 
fused to send more sugar to Chi- 
and were selling to retailers 
at as much as $1 a sack less 
than they could exact under condi- 
tions of supply. 

At the office of the American 
Sugar HKefining Co., which supplies 
a large amount of sugar to this dis- 
trict from the South, it was said that 
although the company had not ad- 
vanced its price beyond 9 cents for 
several weeks, it was oversold and 
that it would have no more sugar 
until late In September, when the 
new crop would begin to reach S&L 
Louis,

Republican Senators working

Although Senators McNary, Ore- 
gon; McCumber, North Dakota, and 
others conditionally favoring the 
league, expressed confidence that in 
the end most of the Democrats an‘ 
many Republicans would unite on a 
middle ground, the Democratic leacd- 
ers remained unchanged in their 
attitude favoring unreserved ratifi- 
cation. 

The Senate had in store another 
day of debate on the treaty, and the 
l‘oreign Relations Committee 
Planned to continue its reading of 
the long documerit, but the majority 
interest centered in the informal dis- 
cussions among Senators about res- 
Olutions and Taft's suggestion along 
that line. 

The suggestions, the first to come 
from the former Presiident in sup- 
|port of reservations, became gener 
ally known yesterday through re- 
ceipt of letters written by Taft to 
Will Hf. Hays, the Republican Na- 
tional Chairman. It was learned, 
however, that he had written to Sen 
ators McNary, McCumber and others 
who have favored the league idea, 
and it was understood that the work 
of framing a definite reservation 
program along the lines suggested 
was well underway. 

Three Senators had given notice 
they would speak today on the trea- 
ty. Senators Lenroot, Republican, 
Wisconsin, and Fletcher, Democrat, 
Florida, discussing the league of na- 
tions, and Senator Robinson, Dem- 
ocrat, of Arkansas, the Shantung 
provision. 

So confident are the 
publicans of the success of their 
plan that some of them believe 
President Wilson will publicly ac- 
cept it to smooth the way to accept- 
anee of the league. Some Repub- 
lican Senators. who have seen the 
President in the last few davs have 
come away from the White House 
with the impressfon that Mr. Wil- 
son, While not encouraging reserva- 
tions if they can be avoided, might 
not be adverse to such interpreta- 
tions as would leave the league fab- 
ric unimpaired. 

Six specific interpretation  pro- 
posals are outlined which Taft says 
-he is convinced will meet the objec- 
tions of a large group of Republic- 
ans who favor a league. He counts 
45 Democratic Senators as support- 
ing the President and says that 
should three Republicans be com- 
mitted to vote against material 
amendments no- such proposals 
could receive a Senate majority. 

The former President suggested 
to Hays that his name be withheld 
for the present from connection 
with the interpretation plan since it 
might antagonize some Senators of 
-his party. Chairman Lodge of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, who 
is named in that connection, de- 
clined to make any comment on the 
Taft letter. 

It is understood that Senators

of the plan. 

Denial From White House. 

While the letters were being cir- 
culated among Republican Senators 
the first public expression on the 
Shantung settlement came from the 
White House in the form of a state- 
ment declaring “altogether false” 
published reports that the President 
had formulated the provision.

cases the men who are sent to prison 
commit the offenses that condemn

Calls Thievery a Discase. 

‘Men steal for Various reasons, 
sometimes through necessitgfor the 
food to keep living, sometimes be- 
cause they think they have been 
fea | treated unjustly. They did not make, 
in ordinary employment, the money 
they think they are worth, or they 
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|}are passed over instead of being giv- 
/en promotions they feel themselves 
entitled to. Other men steal because 
they simply cannot help it. There is 
one boy over there in the Essex pris- 
on who told me one day that some 
relative of his had died. ‘He was a 
fine, good man,’ he told me, ‘and 
here I am no good to anybody.  I' 
simply cannot help stealing anything 
[ lay my hands on, from my own 
people or from strangers Yet the 
good man dies, and I will probably 
live on for years and years." Now 
that boy is not a criminal. His 
thievery is a disease. 
“There was another boy in jail. 
about 18 or 19 I had him In my 
custody when I was ‘probation officer 
in the Juvenile Court in St. Louis. 
The boy thought it was a great joke 
having his old custodian in the same 
prison with him. He is a fine boy 
and could be made into a useful citi- 
zen, but he never had a chahee.

There 
is nowhere anything resembling con- 
sistency, the effect being a patch- 
work of incongruous makeshift and 
often of desperate expediency.” 
Attacks Prosecutor's Methods, 
Methods employed by District At- 
torney Fickert in prosecuting 
Mooney were attacked by Densmore, 
who declared there were ‘excellent 
grounds for believing” that the pros- 
ecutor was influenced by local cor- 
porate interests most bitterly op- 
posed to union labor. After Frank 
Cc. Oxman, a principal witness, had 
been proved a perjurer, Densmore 
said, Fickert agreed to a new trial 
and later vigorously opposed it, his 
attitude being completely reversed. 
“And if any additional confirma- 
tion were needed of the _ inherent 
weakness of the case, the acquittal 
of Mrs. Mooney on July 27, 1917, 
and of Israel Weinberg in the fol- 
lowing October, would seem to sup- 
ply it,’’ he said. 
Secretary Wilson said no attempt 
had been made to secure information 


‘regarding the case until after it had 


ceased to be merely a criminal case, 
and had become “an international 
and labor case, endangering the 
friendly relations between the Unit- 
ed States and Russia, and affecting 
the conduct of the war.’”’
